But the heart sickens at the men- 
tion of so many pleasant, prosperous places, in 
some of which are feeble churches growing more 


certain causes have tended to lessen the prepon- 
derance of Baptist sentiments and influence ;

GranvIL_e, Ohio, Sept. 9, 1842. 
Br. Burr,—Having taken passage from Cincinnati up 
the Ohio river, on the 234 ult.,I stopped at Marietta, in- 
tending to prosecute my journey homeward by way of 
Granville and Cleveland. Finding it necessary to tarry at 
Marietta for a single day, I had an opportunity of visiting, 
in company with a gentleman residing in the place, the 
monuments of ancient labor which are to be seen in the vi. 
cinity. Ata little distance north of the village, in an en- 
closure now occupied as a burying-ground, is a beautiful 
artificial mound. It is a regular cone, thirty feet in height, 
with an angle of about forty-five degrees. Surrounding it, 
at the distance of some sixty or seventy feet, is an embank. 
ment forming an exact circle. This is also contained with. 
in the range of another much more extensive embankment, 
including about twenty-two acres. At some distance be- 
yond this, is another similar enclosure of forty acres, eon. 
taining two elevated Squares. These are each about six 
feet in height, and sixty or seventy on a side, with the sum. 
mit perfectly level. Extending from this larger enclosure 
to the Muskingum river are the remains of what is called 
the Covert Way.” It has the appearance of having once 
been a magnificent turnpike. It is several rods in width, 
and in some places falls six or eight feet below the original 
surface of the ground. Similar monuments, as is generally 
known, are found in various parts of the State. 
That these are the works of human hands, there can be 
no room for doubt. But when, and by whom, and for 
what purpose, they were constructed, is still matter for con. 
jecture. There is reason to believe that they have existed 
for many centuries. Large trees, several feetin diameter, 
have grown up upon them since they were constructed-— 


looking for a resting place for the sole of their feet. They |

It would be interesting, to contemplate at length 
the nature of this state of exaltation. Suffice it 
to say that it does not consist in any thing like the 
honors, the riches, or the pleasures of this world 
It does not consist, as some have vainly imagin- 
ed, in a resurrection to the enjoyment of a kind of 
earthly Millennium—in a restoration to a condi- 
tion similar to that which Adam enjoyed before 
his fall. Such views of the future happiness of 
the saints are far too meager—far too low and cir- 
cumscribed to accord with the representation of 
the Scriptures. They speak of it as consisting | 
in “a far more exceeding and eternal weight of 
glory’—in “an inheritance that ts incorruptible 
and undefiled, and that fadeth not away, reserved 
in heaven” —in heaven, for those who are kept un- 
to salvation. Perhaps no description of the felic- | 
ity of heaven can be more explicit or comprehen. 
sive than the one given by the apostle John. “Be. | 
loved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth not 
yet appear what we shall be ; but we know that | 
when he shall appear, we shall be like him, for we | 
shall see him as he is.” Although many things 
pertaining to the bliss of heaven may be beyond | 
our present knowledge and apprehension, yet let | 
us be assured that we shall see our Saviour in all 
the brightness of his perfections, and be assimila- 
ted to his likeness, and what more can we desire ? | 
“As for me,” exclaimed the Psalmist, “I shall be- |

By one of the recent arrivals from Campeachy, we have 
received advices to the 11th ult. The intelligence is im. 
portant. The Mexican expedition, which sailed from Vera 
Cruz the latter part of August, consisting of the schr. Lib- 
erty, (New York built) the city of Dublin steamer, a man- 
of.war brig, with the new iron steamer Guadaloupe, and 
two barques, and two schrs. as transports, conveying a force 
of about 2000 men, reached Laguna early in September, 
and landed 12 t0 1300 men. The Yucatan force at Lagu. 
na at the time, consisted of 280 men, and one armed brig, 
and two armed schooners, who on being summoned by the 
Mexicans, surrendered without the ieast resistance, or ask. 
ing any terms. The Mexican commander afierwards of. 
fered such of the prisoners as desired it, a free passage to 
Campeachy, where the whole body of them landed on the 
10th. The result seems to have deprived Yucatan of her 
entire naval force, and given to Mexico the full command 
of the coast. The Guadaloupe steamer had returned to 
Vera Cruz, it was said, for the purpose of conveying anoth- 
er fleet of transports with men and stores.

We learn that the Mexican vessels are principally man- 
ned by English or American sailors, (200 having arrived 
recently) and that the officers are all English.

Burnine at Sea.—Loss or tue Surp Sr. Lovts, or Bos. 
ron,—On the 30th of August, the brig Impulse, on her 
voyage from Baltimore to Kingston, Jamaica, fell in with 
the ship St. Louis, of and from Boston for New Orleans, 
on fire, and took from her the captain, crew, and passen- 
gers, twenty-fourin number. So rapid was the progress of 
the flames, that before those on board the Impulse had lost 
sight of the St. Louis, she had burned down to the water’s 
edge. 

The fire was first discovered in the lady’s cabin, about 7 
o’clock on the evening of the 20th. The vessel had there- 
fore been on fire all night, and part of the next day, before 
she was fallen in with by the Impulse. What a night of 
horror that must have been on board the burning ship. 

Part of the cargo of the St. Louis was insured in Wall 
street. The vessel, we presume, is underwritten at Boston. 
The St. Louis sailed from Boston on the 12th of last Au- 
gust. 

Loss or Tue Bric Imputse.—On the 3d of September, 
four days after the event recorded above, the Impulse was 
cast away on the Cayugas reef, and vessel and cargo were 
a total loss.
